It is a party owned and controlled by the capital;..' class, only too willing to r-erve the interests that 
contribute to its campaign fund. 

As a party it is famous as a straddler. It is trisinerrr in its plea to labor and I am not one of those 
who believe that labor w'lll again be deluded by its la!^e promises and glittering generalities, and this ap¬ 
plies with equal force to the Republican party. But rather do I believe the workers have learned s bitter 
lesson in the school of experience, and in the light of past events will be able to interpret the insincerity 
and hypocrisy of protestations of friendship on the p.-i:t of the old. twin capitalist parties. These old par¬ 
ties stand today where they have always stcod in the t'ast—for animalism, inhumanity, for the god of 
Mammon and the further enslavement of the workers. 

We are engaged in a class struggle, and political -urties. like labor unions, are an expression of the 
economic interests of some particular class. Therefore it is necessary for tabor to have a party financed 
and controlled by labor to give expression io its polit al demands, and on the same premise it is neces¬ 
sary for labor to have a trades union to expres* its dt .ands on the industrial held. 

It it absolutely necessary that the poiitral '^mg of the labor movement should be as free from capitalist 
control .IS the trades union movement, hence the Soci Democratic party, the political expression of the 
labor movement. 

In view of its platform, its working class princioU^ and the great object it has set out to obtain, the 
complete emancipation of the worker from the thralld n of wage slavery, how can any union man con¬ 
scientiously and consistently refuse to subscribe to its ; latform and support its principles? The issue is be¬ 
fore you—capitalism and wage slavery, or Socialism and industrial freedom. Which shall it be? It is up to 
you. my fellow unionists. It is up to you to put the union label on your ballot by . supporting the only 
political party that stands for union labor and the entire working class. 

Unionism and Socialism—heralds of the dawn of a higher and a nobler civilisation.
